This fact alone, it is pointed

Agent Says. 


Philadelphia,

14—Enforce­ 
ment of prohibition in 
Pennsylvania 
last * year cost much 
less than the 
amount collected in taxes and penal­ 
ties, according to a report made public 
yesterday for Federal authorities in 
this city. 
The profit to the govern- 
* ment, the report said, was consider­ 
able, 
as all fines 
collected and 
all 
goods seized were clear gain, and ex­ 
cess tax deficiency having been made 
up in special taxes.” 
The total appraised value of pro­ 
perty seized in the State last year ex­ 
ceeded 
$336,000 and the taxes 
and 
penalties collected amounted to more 
than $185,000. The expenses incurred 
in the^ seizures and in enforcing the 
prohib'itibn amendment were given as 
approximately $64,000. 
S. F. Rutter, associate director of 
prohibition enforcement in Pennsyl­ 
vania, who gave out this report, said 
that 463 arrests had been made for 
violations of the law and that 593 
persons had been recommended for 
prosecution in the Federal Court. The 
report, 
he added, included only the 
routine work of prohibition officials 
and did not take into account special 
investigations which resulted in the 
seizure of a half-dozen alcohol distil- 
• le*®lagencies in this city. 
TOo seizures 
included 129 illicit 
stills, 10,764 gallons of spirits, 9,261 
gallons of mash, 1,041 gallons of wine 
and 172,761 gallons of beer.

“I feel that music is the most 
abused and most neglected 
of all 
teachable subjects. 
In my opinion 
it should he placed in the front ranks 
among the subjects taught in the 
public schools.” 


Dr. 
Edwin 
C. 
Broome, super­ 
intendent of Philadelphia’s 
public 
schools, urged teachers to get be­ 
hind the plan to give music a prom­ 
inent place in the regular course of 
the elementary and public schools. 
"It is up to the people to demand 
that their children 
be taught music 
along with mathematics, history and 
other subjects, 
he said. 
‘‘Newark, 
Minneapolis and 
virtually 
all 
the 
large cities in the country attach im­ 
portance to the 
teaching of music 
in the public schools, yet in most of 
the high 
schools of 
Philadelphia, 
i music is not 
taught, 
and 
in other 
I schools where it is taught, it is a de­ 
plorably negligible p a r t.”
